Sagar Refining company resumed his
testimong before the senate trust in-
vestigating committee he said that the
average margin of profit for the tive
years preceding the trust was 5534 of o
cent per pound and during the five sul-
sequent it was 1.6 per poand.

The yvears preceding the trust, he
said, were disastrous to the sagar busi-
ness,

Mr. Searles snid he could see no rea-
pon why the state shonld interfere with
the business of the American Sugar He-
fining company and in the same breath
intimated that there were o number of
companies and monopolies in this city
that had no legal right to exist.

He still declined to produce the books
of the company.

The commmittee conferred and Senn.
tor Lexow said he would wait until
tomorrow before tuking decisive action
in the matter,

Senator MeCarron said to Mr. Searles ;
“] want to put a hvpathetical question.
Buppose that the 15 companies forming
the trust had not been consolidated,
what wouald the price of sngar be 1o
the consumers *"’
